EXECUTIVE ORDER EXTENDING THE TERM OF THE POWDER RIVER 
MANAGEMENT PLAN ADVISORY COUNCIL 
OTHERWISE KNOWN AS THE POWDER RIVER 
MANAGEMENT PLAN NEGOTIATION TEAM 


WHEREAS, Senate Joint Resolution No. 16, (Montana Session 
Laws, 1985} was enacted by the 49th Legislature; and 

WHEREAS, Senate Joint Resolution No. 16 (SJR 16) urges the 
governments of Montana and Wyoming to resolve their differences on 
the Powder River through negotiation of a basin management plan; and 

WHEREAS, the Powder River Management Advisory Council, 
created by Executive Order No. 5-85, is actively negotiating with 
Wyoming; and 

WHEREAS, Executive Order 5-85 expires on June 18, 1987. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, TED SCHWINDEN, Governor of the State of 
Montana, by virtue of the authority vested in me pursuant to the 
Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, specifically Section 
2-15-122, MCA, do hereby extend the term of the Powder River 
Management Plan Advisory Council, otherwise known as the Management 
Plan Negotiation Team. 

1, PURPOSE 
The Council shall advise the Governor, through the chairman, on 
the following matters: 
{1} the development and implementation of a Powder River 
Management Plan as described in SJR 16; 

(2} the potential for interstate water projects in the Yellowstone 
Basin; and 

(3) methods to avoid litigation involving Powder River water 


quality and quantity.
